Funeral Of Orton J.

FuneriU services over the re¬ 
mains of 1 0rton J. Rolf son. 57 
years, who passed away last 
Thursday was held in the 
Stake House Sunday at 2 p.m. 
with Bishop II. F. Allen, of the 
First Ward Bishopric in charge 
W. W. McMullin had charge 
of the singing with Mrs. R. 
W. Tollestrup at the Organ, the 
hymns being “Tho Deepening 
Trials’’ and Sometime We’ll 
Understand.” Special numbers 
were rendered by Jos. McLean 
who sang ’‘Beyond the Dawn” 
and the Male Quartette, F. U. 
Taylor and Go. who sang “In 
the Ilourof Trial.” Invocation 
was by Paul Redd, and the 
Benediction by C. E. Allred. 

The first speaker was J. U. 
Allred who had known the fam- 
ilyin American Fork. Utah, be¬ 
fore they emigrated t) Canada, 
and who had lived neighbors to 
deceased for over 30 years in 
Raymond, and knew him to be a 
man 4 of deep coiwietions, and 
a friend to all. The parents of 
deceased had made great sac¬ 
rifice for the sake of the Gospel 
and Orton had a deep and bid¬ 
ing testimony of the truthful¬ 
ness «of the principles of the 
Gospel. He had been in Ray¬ 
mond since 1901, and was mar¬ 
ried in 1903, being the third 
couple to be married in Ray¬ 
mond. 

0. R. Knight spoke briefly 
stating that deceased had done 
a gpeat deal of building for 
him during more than 30 years 
time, and had always found 
him dependable, and he also 
had the knack of divining what 
and how a person wanted a 
thing done, which was inval¬ 
uable to him as a person who 
hired men for work and had 
to leave them to see itfinished. 
He axtendd his sympathies to 
the bereaved widow and family. 

Bishop Walker was the next 
speaker. He had known dec¬ 
eased over sir.ee he came to 
Canada. and had always found 
him honest and reliable. He

Ihis wee v >vj heard one ol 
Raymond's successful business 
men answer a request to run 
lor the Town Count* 1. llis reply 
in effect was “1 would not even 
consider it. It would hurt my 
business more than anything 
else] could do”. We listened and 
listened some more. The fac i 
were revealed that our electors 
me so small at least some of 
them, that it* a man on the 
Council makes a decision they 
do not at least approve of and 
ue happens to be in business, 
they will cease trading- with 
him because of sp te and to get 
even witth him for what he 
lias done. 

Now, we have heard this 
same thing from several sour¬ 
ces, and we are quite sure that 
some of the best men in ouii 
town refuse year after year to 
accept office on our public bod¬ 
ies becahse of this attitude on 
the part of many of the elect¬ 
ors. Now, Mr. and Mrs Citiz¬ 
en, if you are guilty of this at¬ 
titude, without any mincing of 
words we will say it is time 
you swept the cobwebs out of 
your brain and woke up. When 
we elect a Council we should 
try and select men who have 
made successes of their own 
at: airs, and who have the busin 
ess acumen and “intestinal for. 
titude to make decisions on 
the Council that, will be for 
the l>enef t of the Town at lar¬ 
go and not for any select few ■ 
people. And yet, when we get 
( ur toes stepped on because of 
| 'Uncij decisions, we go gunn¬ 
ing after the man who was 


responsible] for the decision, and 
if he is in business, the first 
• thing we cU is to quit our bus¬ 
iness, deal ngs with him. 

Well so long as we cherish 
these childish habits re will 
not get the best that is possible 
out of our public bodies. A man 
i on the Council is a representat¬ 
ive of 2,000 people or more in 
our twn, and has a multitude 
, of things to cons der. He must 
act for the benefit of the ma¬ 
ny. If he votes to turn off 
water of unpaid users, and you 
are one of them, why vent your 
spleen on him by withdrawing 
your personal friendship and 
support from him. Ask your¬ 
self this question, if you were 
on the Council and the Watar 
Department was showing a 
greater deficit all the time, 
and this could be remedied by 
cutting off service for unpaid 
bills, you would certainly n t 
be worthy of the name Citizen 
unless you voted for it, and as 
for a representative of the peo¬ 
ple if you would tolerate defic- 
i:s when businesslike methods 
would remedy the evil, would 
you consider yourself as worihy 
of r place on a public body We 
have merely roc;.tinned this as 
a-' example. 

Now think these things ov¬ 
er. Nomination day ,is oiear, 
and when you hear not one but 
several cit zens in business, 
make the same remark that 
we repeated at the beginning 
of this, we wonder what is the 
matter with us. None will say 
but that seme of our best cit¬ 
izens are in business and yet 
because of our distorted vision 
we prnvent these men from 
giving us the belief t of the 
ability onour public bodies. Are 
you c no of these unrensornlfe 
citizens We hope not. 


CANADA’S HORSE 


INDUSTRY 


Reports indicate an upward 
trend in horse production in 
Canada for the year 1934. says 
the 1939 “Agriculture Situat¬ 
ion and Outlook.” shortly to be 
pul dished by the Dominion Dc 


1 partment of Agriculture, in co- 
t operation with th e Department 
- of Trade and Commerce. While 
statistics show 2,933,400 hor- 
i ses n June 1934 as compared 
I with 2, 984,100 in June 1933, 
? ther e has been a distinct in- 
i crease in breeding activities 
. during te year. Horse breed- 
) era’ clubs in the Prair'e Prov- 
» inces numbered 166, an incre- 
L ase of 32.8 per cent over the 
. number in operation in 1933, 
f and a number of districts re- 
i ported inability to secure satis 
• factory stallions. Importations 
; of pure bred males and females 
I for breeding purposes show a 
. marked increase over 1933. Fif- 
» ty pure breed stallions and 
■ mares of the draft breeds we¬ 
re imported in 1933, and this 
number will be more than dou 
bled 'in 1934. 

The export trade in draft 
horses was much more active 
in 1934 than for a number of 
years. An increased number of 
h gh class draft geldings were 
sold to buyers from the Unit¬ 
ed States where there is a mar 
ked scarcity. Two shipments 
were made to Great Britain, 
one of grade Clydesdale geld¬ 
ings, and one of geldings of 
PerclVTon type'.' Frequent in¬ 
quiries have been made for 
more horses of draft type for 
street work in the cit es of 
Great Britain where there is a 
brisk demand. A car load of 
ho,ses /bred from pure bred 
sires of the hunter type was 
sent to Barbados for constab¬ 
ulary work, following a satis¬ 
factory trial shipment taken 
to the West Indies last year. 
Negotiations are at present un 
der way for supplying five 
hundred unbroken western 
range horses to the Chinese 
National Government. A dem¬ 
and is developing in Australia 
for pure bred Clydesdales and 1 
Percherons \from Canada for 1 
breeding purposes. A rmall ] 
shipment of pure bred Perchor- 
on mares in-foal was sent the¬ 
re early in the year, and ‘nquir 
ies for further shipments have ( 
been received.

WEEKLY LETTER 


MORE ABOUT THE CARE 
OF HOUSE PLANTS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Price recessions caused by the 
heavy influx of range lambs to 
the markets in the fall of the 
year make It essentially desir¬ 
able for farm flock owners to 
get their lambs marketed at a 
time when comparatively high 
prices usually prevail May 8Jil 
early Jun e :s a good time and 
lambs born hi January and Fel> 
luarv can be finished by this 
time when proper feeding, meih 
cds are used. This was amply 
demonstrated at the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Leth¬ 
bridge in 1©62 whne 190 aged 
range ewes, bred to Hampshire 
rams, dropped lambs during Jan 
usry and February, beginning 
January 10, and the largest pro- 
fortiori of these.lambs were ma 
keted before the cmiddle of 
J une. 

During the winter the ewes 
were kept 4n good condition on 
stubble and alfalfa pastutre plus 
ha}* during periods of storm an** 
snow. At lambing time and un¬ 
til the lambs were weaned the 
ewes were fed hay. corn ensil¬ 
age and abouut 1V4 pounds of 
grain per day. Th’s enabled 
them to produce large quanti¬ 
ties of milk which gave the 
lambs a good start and provid¬ 
ed for rapid growth and finish. 

Creeps were provided for the 
lambs and they were fed grain 
as soon as they showed and de¬ 
sire for it. Whole oats and bran 
equal parts, constituted the 
starting mixture but later bar¬ 
ic was added to make up about 
two-th’rds of the mixture. The 
grain was self-fed and in addit¬ 
ion the lambs consumed hay 
and ensilage at the troughs 
with their mothers. 

Th 0 first three lambs were 
sold Miv 13 at an average wei¬ 
ght of 95 pounds. A group cf 
103 wan soM Mav 20 at an av¬ 
erage weight of 79 pounds, 
second group of 67 on June 10
